ON THE SCENE— Vigorous, on-the-spot 
battle on crime waged by Mayor Addonizio 
and Police Director Dominick Spina has held 
increase in major crime since end of 1962 at 
2.3 percent against national average in- 
crease of 28 percent. Major crime under prior 
administration rose 105.2 percent in two 
terms. Mayor Addonizio proved his personal 
devotion to fight on crime last Dec. 17 by 
chasing and capturing, despite shots through 
the windshield of his car, men who had 
robbed a bank and wounded a policeman. 


REMEMBER WHEN?— Remember when snow 
in 1960 and 1961 blocked streets for weeks 
and tied up hospital and other emergency 
services because of inadequate city equip- 
ment and faulty planning? The ex-mayor 
basked in Florida during the storm. Mayor 
Addonizio personally supervised overhaul of 
Public Works Department and modernizing 
of equipment.

He Has The Strength To Handle The Challenges of Today 


Hugh Addonizio is no stranger to the demanding challenges 
of public life. Fortunately for the people he serves, he is well 
equipped to meet these challenges. 


He was born in Newark 51 years ago .He was raised on the 
same street on which he lives today, attending West Side High 
and St. Benedict's Prep, where he was an All-State quarter- 
back. He graduated Fordham University with a degree in bus- 
iness administration and became one of the first men in the 
United States to enter the Armed Forces at the start of World 
War Il. 


Addonizio rose first from Private to sergeant. He was then 
sent to officer's school and d as a 2nd Li 


assault at Normandy and the Battle of the Bulge. He earned 
the Bronze Star, two battlefield promotions to the rank of Cap- 
tain, and a place in the Fort Benning Infantry Hall of Fame. 


He came home to serve as vice president of his father’s cloth- 
ing firm. Then, in 1948, on his first try for public office, be- 
came our Democratic Congressman for the 11th District. He 
won re-election to Congress seven times, each time by a high- 
er margin. He left Congress in 1962 to come back home and 
win.the mayorality by a smashing margin. 


The challenges Addonizio faced as mayor were greater than 
any he had faced before. He has met these challenges with 


Three months before going overseas, he married the girl he 
had courted in school—the former Doris Goodheart. Serving 
in the 60th Infantry Regiment of the 9th Division, Addonizio 
fought through eight major campaigns in North Africa, Sicily, 
France, Belgium, and Germany, including the Omaha Beach 
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courage, and vigorous action—with new federal 
programs, with jobs, with better schools, decent housing, an 
open door, and equality, respect and dignity for all. 


With Addonizio as Mayor, the city is in strong, safe hands. He 
is the man who can do the most for all of us. 
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
